Loosest Climb in the World. 

Imagine making the ascent of Mount 
Wasiiiugton by mcanc of a staircase.. 
But a feat akin to this many travellers 
in China have accomplished in going 
to the top of the holy mountain, some 
six thousand feet above Taingau-fu. 
'The road leading to it is the best iu all 
the kingdom. About a mile north of 
the city walls stands a large gate amid 
the ruins of a once flourishing suburb. 
Leading from this gate the road is 
lined with temples, convents and 
shrines, where pilgrims stop to pray if 
they are fortunate enough to rid them- 
selves of the hordes of beggars. 

Where the real ascent begins there 
is a stone portal which is inscribed 
with the fact that here the great Con- 
fucius halted 2,600 years ago, not hav- 
ing the strength to ascend the six 
thousand stone steps leading to the 
top. These Taischan stairs are by far 
the highest in the world, for, taking 
the number of steps in one story of an 
ordinary house to he twenty, the num 
ber of Taischan steps equals three 
hundred stories. The coolies will carry 
a pilgrim up the stairs and back, a dis- 
tance of twice -sixteen miles, for thirty 
cents — fifteen cents for each coolie. 
When the ascent is made one finds 
himself upon a large plateau, which is 
covered with numerous temples and 
stone monuments. The main temple is 
that of the holy mother, consisting of 
several buildings surrounded by a 
stone wall.

Department of Agriculture says 
Farmers Use Cheap Material. 

A bulletin setting fortli the results of 
an investigation made by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture into the corrosion i 
of iron and steel wire fencing was | 
sued recently to the farmers of the 
country. Many complaints have been 
made to the department in the last 
year regarding the present quality of 
iron an steel wire used n fencing, and 
to improve thes' conditions, wit., the 
hop>e f determining some remedy for 
the corrosion. Secretary Wilson order- 
ed a thorough investigation, an th 
pierts ame to the conclusion that the 
chief trouble is that the average 'arm- 
e insists on using the cheapest vir 
for fencing, and the cheap wire natural- 
ly corrodes. 

The department claims that some 
manufacturers hold that if it were pos- 
sible to make a better giaae or wire at 
even a slightly higher price, it would 
be useless to put it on the market, as 
the American farmer would not buy It, 
because he desires cheapness above 
other consideration. 

The result of preliminary experi- 
ments made by the Agricultural De- 
partment pointed to the manganCbe in 
the wire as undoubtedly being he chief 
cause of the corrosion, and it is stated 
that the more manganese there is pres- 
ent in fence wire the quicker it will 
rust or deteriorate.

For every section oi the vastly di- 
versified soil and climate of the United 
States, says Secretary Wilson, there is 
a corresponding spot in some portion 
of the old world where agriculture has 
been successfully prosecuted for cen- 
turies. What we need is full and com- 
plete information regarding the old 
world agriculture and the intelligent 
application of that knowledge to our 
own country. 

It would be possible to extend his 
letter almost Indefinitely, the Secretary 
continues, were we to go into the var- 
ious agricultural possibilities which are 
now being worked up by the OfiSce of 
Seed and Plant Introduction and Dis- 
tribution.

perimental seeds and plants which 
contains much of interest. The Secre- 
tary says to the committee: 

"I am pleased to give you a state- 
ment showing in a general way the im- 
portance of the work of seed and plant 
introduction to this Department and 
to the agriculture of the United States. 

The appropriation for 1906 is 9290,000, 
which will be practically all used in 
this work.” 

In Touch With the Farmers. 

Through the medium of the distrllm- 
lion of seeds and plants, the Secretary 
continues, the Department workers put 
Into practice the discoveries which they 
may have made in the laboratories and 
in their field work. He mentions the 
distribution of disease resistant cotton 
seed to such portions of the south as 
are affected with the cotton wilt dis- 
ease. The annual loss to the south 
from this disease will easily reach 
1500,000, and the Department has done 
much to reduce or prevent this loss at 
a cost of not more than $1,000 for the 
aeed and experimental work. The in- 
troduction of some of the hardy 
oranges developed by the workers in 
the Bureau of Plant Industry is another 
similar illustration. By a series of 
cross-breeding experiments between the 
ordinary sweet orange and the hardy 
Japanese citus trifoliata, a very’ valu- 
able and semi-hardy orange has been 
produced, which will probably grow 
almost as far north as Washington. It 
is expected that with several more gen- 
erations of improvement, an orange 
practically equal to the ordinary type 
of Florida or California orange will be 
able to withstand comparatively severe 
freezing weather. TTirough the co- 
operation of the Laboratory of Drug 
Plant Investigation with the OflSce of 
Seed and Plant Introduction and Dis- 
tribution, we are endeavoring to in- 
troduce into the United States the cul- 
ture of a number of different drug 
plants the annual importation of which 
at the present time runs into millions 
of dollars in value. It is this prin- 
ciple of co-operation which renders the 
work of particular value to the Depart- 
ment itself and of course enables the 
Department to do better work for the 
country at large. 

Great Value from SmaM Expenditures 
"In regard to the value of this work 
to the United States, in my opinion,” 
the Secretary says, “there can be no 
doubt that the distribution of seeds 
from the time the work was first be- 
biim, introduced in the early sixties at 
ance in the development of our agricul- 
ture. The rather hasty survey of the 
old records that the time at our dis- 
posal has permitted, shows that the De- 
partment has been helpful in the In- 
troduction of many of the crops that 
are at present considered the most val- 
uable in the United States.
